WE'RE THE REVOLUTIONARIES 

"■ Thtmietianary'T'cnneH" '*reTolatlon"-iis-a- 
- fundamental change In government or poli- 
tical organization. And hlatory la. of course, 
full or such changes. 

But not all revolutions spell torwnrd prog- 
ress lor mankind, Mnny are backward steps. 
Blnce propaganda c nme of a g e as a politi cal 
weapon, it has not always been ao easy for tHo" 
peoples of the world to measure the true di- 
rection of particular upheavals, 

The editors of Fortune magazine, In an am- 
bitious Issue aimed at defining the nature and 
character of American lite, have como up with 



an idea that should help us to B^Ubo readily 
the direction of any revoJullon. 

The key to thLs notion Is in the magazine's 
title for the issue: "U. B. A., The Permanent 
Hflvolution." 

What Fortune contends' la that in a very 
real sense there ha.i been only one revolution. 
That revolution, say the editors, la man'a 
casting off of the shacltles of enslavement. 

It began with the Christian assertion ot 
man's Individual dignity, and the brother-, 
hood of man. It progresed unevenly and yet 
steadily as man gained his basic economic 
and political freedoms and surrounded them 
, with the safeguards of law and custom.' 

Insofar as man Is atUl bound by economic 
llmltatlona, by prejudice, by unwise govern- 
mental restriction, he continues to strive for 
the enlargement of his liberty. Thus the one 
revolution goes on, as the frontiers of free- 
dom are pushed forward. 

Fortune sees the United States aa the out- 
post of this unending struggle, the scene 
where the "permanent revolution" is most 
energetically pressed. 

In this view, every revolution that has con- 
tributed to man's emancipation is but a part 
of the one great advance toward the fulfill- 
ment ot the Individual's richest capacities. 

Conversely, every revolution that has re- 
versed the tide and led man back toward en- 
slavement Is more properly labeled "counter- 
revolution," 

That Is ihe simple guide that the Fortune 
Idea oflers. Looking at any revolution, ask 
yourself: "Does this mean more— or less — 
freodo^forlndlvidaal men? Does It or iloes lt 
not tiiean a better chance for man to develop 
his own powers as he wishes, within the limits 
necessary to protect the same rights for all 
other IndlvlduaJs?" 

If the answer to such questions la "no," then 
you are plainly deollng with a counter-revolu- 
tion. 

By this measure, the communist revolution 
of 1917, carried out in the name of the 
"people," Is unmlatakably a counter-revolu- 
tion. Communism does not exalt the Indivi- 
dual. It declares that he exists for the state, 
and that thestate— the community 0/ individ- 
uals — la all important. It does not even talk 
of people as individuals; it treats ol them as 
"masses," 

Run through ever category of llle In Soviet 
Russia or any other communist nation. You 
wlU find that the area of man's freedom Is far 
smaller than In the countries which subscribe 
to Individual liberties. Men under commun- 
ism have little real, choice in deciding their 
own course. The decisions are made elsewhere 
—by the "state." 

This Is something we must never forget 
as we search for means to combat the too oft- 
en highly auecessM Boriet propaganda. We, 
not the communists, are the real revolution- 
aries. We have the only cause worth having 
In this world — man himself. Bo let us not 
cringe before a doctrine which tries to make 
of slavery something humanly desirable.

Our engineers already have pioneered In a Bystcm 
of what tnlght be called "benevolent Imperialism" or 
"seltUh enllghlmenL" They have Improved sanitation 
and established medical centers to ellmhiato tho 
malaria and allied diseases that prevented Arabs from 
doing a decent day's work. They have attacked the 
llUleracy problem. 

They have set up Job training schools to make 
mechanics, clerks, drlllen. etc., ot the stage-type of 
horsemen, magicians. Jugglers once seen on the 
screen or Ulevlslon. They have built IrrlgaUon and 
hydro-electrlc systems lo make the desert hloom. 

They have done so because healthy and capable 
workmen mean bigger prollls, and because It may 
mean that the rods will have a harder Job to Uke over 
these countries— and their petroleum properties. 

And they have done Jt iilthout bene/lt ot Bevln 
or Acheson, Altleo or Truman.

Fatigue li a common caiice of bad 
behavior In lltUe children. They are 
very active. Many or them run from 
morning to night, refuse to He down 
and be sUll lor a time or take th~6~ 
nap they require for recreation ot 
their falling energy. Thaso children 
keep going without outwa.rd sign of 
fatigue long post the time when 
they are worn out. Their nerves are 
so exhausted that they no longer 
register fatigue. But their beliavlor 
Indicates it. 

During the afternoon playtimes 
such children gel Into trouble. They 
strike other children without pro- 
vocation; they bile and kick; they 
take other children's toys and throw 
them about; they Indulge in temper 
tantrums; they cry without cause; 
tlley make themselves generally an- 
noying until some outraged com- 
panion, or adult, smites them In 

The beit cure tor thia Is pre- 
vention. All little children, those 
ot past 3 up to E yeaja of age, need 
altemoon rest, a nap It possible. 
Hiote who have been trained to 
this routine seldom give their moth- 
ers any lUch trouble as described. 
They, as they grow older, may not 
»lcep during Lie rest hour but they 
wlU He quietly on Uislr beds, look at 
the pletur* booki, alng to ihem- 
selvas, and orien. go to sleep. Those 
who have not had such training 
win be lllttly t« give others plenty 
ot trouble,

Feb. J3— For the next 
BSTBT^ months lederal veterinarian* 
wUl tw tesUng cattle on Ooodlng 
county ranches for luberculoflla. Dr. 
E. H. Ikard announced today. 

Dr. Btard said Ooodlns county 
wu the lint county In Idaho to be 
declared ottlcKOly free of this dli- 
cue. Testing began In the fall ot 
1913 and the original accredited 
■tatua wat granted the foUonlng 
June. Blnco ■ then periodic three- 
year ret«tts have been mado with 
occasional tuberculoils reacton be- 
ing revealed. 

Dr. Ikard roporta that there are 
at present M,7i3i8a cattle in 5,095,- 
gM herds in the United States under 
lupervljJon of the bureau of animal 
Industry and atato of/Jdols charged 
with controlling tuberculosis In 
cattle. 

Borne tuberculoali itlU exlala. Dr. 
Ikard ccntlnued. Heteitlng ol cattle 
must be carried on regularly, Aa 
late as Norember, UK. records show 
that In one month mora than 1,000 
tulxrcular cattle vera found In the 
United Btales. To find thla num- 
ber 6BO,O00 cowB were teated.
